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Applicant's election of species to include liquid ozone for the antimicrobial agent 
and nitrogen for the chilling gas (Claims 1-3, 11-13, and 15-27) is acknowledged. It is 
noted that this is an election of species.

Claims 1 , 2, 13, 16, 17, 20, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bender et al (US 5512309 or 5700507). 

Bender et al (US 5512309 or 5700507) teach a process for treating a food 
commodity comprising applying antimicrobial chemicals to the food commodity and 
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chilling the food commodity wherein prior to chilling the food is treated with a liquid 
chemical agent (see entire corresponding patents). 

Claims 1-3, 11-13, 15, 18-25, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Caraccioto, Jr. et al (US 6167709). 

Caraccioto, Jr. et al teach a method of preserving a food commodity comprising 
applying antimicrobial chemicals to the food commodity and chilling the food commodity 
wherein ozone and nitrogen are used (see entire patent).
